Governor Pniylio dedine'l to declare 
United Nations dsiy in Idaho nnd prompt- 
ly collected some criticism in absentia. 
The Rovernor wrote a letter prior to his 
departure to Japan for a three-week trip 
nnd then when inquiries were received 
hy his office, nn aide made puhlic the 
letter, AltfioHfrh the JeHer was Addressed 
to Curtis R«"flevelt, acting executive 
director of the United States Committee 
for the United Nations, the governor 
ahould have published his decision at the 
time it was taken. ' 

It's a matter of public interest and 
forthright treatment of the decision was 
warranted. So far as the treatment is 
concerned, anything of public interest 
ahould be reported promptly and clearly, 
whether it comes from the governors 
office or the office of any other public 
official on any level of government. Too 
many decisions by elected public officials 
■have a way of becoming known in cir- 
'cumstances that sugg est an attempt at 
secrecy. 



Be that as it may, Governor Smylie 
still had an interesting reason for de- 
clining to proclaim United Nations day 
in Idaho. "While I support the general 
objectives of the United Nations organ- 
izations, I feel obliged to say that ! "do 
not believe that much is" gained -."by the 
sort of trumped up enthusiasm which 
these so-called U. N. day observances 
strive to engender," the governor wrote. 
"I am rather convinced that they accom- 
plish just the opposite result, because 
the attendant publicity only serves to 
^rovidea^focal-poinfc-for-vituperative.ana. 
unproductive opposition." 

Although the governor's language is 
unnecessarily flowery, readers will get 
the point. And the governor has a pretty 
good argument, one that could., .be ap- 
plied equally well to any of the dozens of 
special-weeks or-days he is called upon 
to proclaim in the course of a year. 

Perhaps there /s no e/xisting list of nil 
the specinl weeks and days that have 
been established for one reason or an- 
other. Some of them may accomplish a 
purpose with what Governor Smylie calls 
trumped up enthusiasm." But many 
others serve no purpose whatever. • In 
many cases, interested persons prevail 
upon municipal, county, state or national 
authorities to proclaim the event ami 
then wait for the public to rush into the 
streets and celebrate. 

Let's Htart examining theso npectal 
days and weeks more closely, If they 
have merit, the proclamation la indi- 
cated, but if it's jUHt a publicity gim- 
mick, why waste the ink it would take to 
Bigfl. the proclamation?
